The  Ibx  was  viceroy  named. — Gajf, 

Fontaine  tells  us  of  a  motherly  crab  who  exclaimed  against 
the  obliquity  of  her  daughter's  gait,  and  asked  whether  she 
could  not  walk  straight.  The  young  crab  very  reasonably 
pleaded  the  similarity  of  her  parent's  manner  of  stepping,  and 
asked  whether  she  could  be  expected  to  walk  differently  from  the 
rest  of  her  family?  The  moral  of  this  is,  that  we  must  not  be 
too  critical  upon  the  first  .step  of  the  new  Commons.  Unde¬ 
niably  it  is  a  very  one-sided,  sinister  movement,  but  it  is  the 
family  gait,  the  crooked  way  of  the  race,  from  which  this  Par¬ 
liament  is  legitimately  descended.  After  all,  the  crab  is  its 
mother's  child — a  chip  of  the  old  block.  In  looking  at  the 
Reformation  we  must  never  lose  sight  of  its  source.  The 
new  Constitution  is  the  offspring  of  the  defunct,  the  pro¬ 
duct  of  corruption,  and  must  we  not  expect  to  find  in  it  some 
of  the  taint  of  the  blood?  We  say  this  in  mitigation  of 
the  angry  feeling  with  which  its  first  backward  step  is  sur¬ 
veyed.  When  any  proceedings  of  this  sort  are  observed,  let 
the  reflection  be  to  whom  the  body  owes  its  being,  of  what 
stock  it  descends,  and  what  propensities  belong  to  the  pa¬ 
rentage.  '  The  late  Parliament  confessed  its  own  rottenness, 
and  judged  itself  fit,  in  this  state,  to  work  out  its  own 
complete  purification.  With  the  tenderness  of  a  patient  for 
his  own  fi^h  it  excised  the  cancer,  and  it  did  not  cut  deep 
enough.  But  yet  we  have  improvement.  The  old  House  was 
not  fit,  was  too  extensively  tainted  for  a  complete  self- reforma¬ 
tion,  but  it  has  produced  a  body  having  less  vice,  and  more 
energy  to  eradicate  it.  Thus  we  may  proceed  by  degrees,  cast¬ 
ing  slough  after  slough,  fining  upon  fining,  till  we  arrive  at  a 
tolerably  pure  representation,  and  the  strainer  of  the  Ballot — 
that  most  perfect  filtereiv— will  marvellously  accelerate,  the 
process. 

But  the  beginning  is  bad.  New  brooms,"  says  the  pro¬ 
verb,  **  sweep  but  this  is  not  a  new  broom,  and  has 

made,  a  stroke  of  very  dirty  work.  It  is  seen  in  its  first  act  to 
be  a  passive  tobl  of' all  work  in  the  hands  of  Ministers.  The 
first  proceeding  of  a  House  boasting  the  representation  of  the 
people,  jars  against  the  feelings  of  the  people.  The  first  scene 
is  one  of  trickery  and  falsehood.  The  Reformed  Parliament 
puts  up  for  its  head-piece  the  caput  mortuum  of  Toryism.  This 
is  a  sorry  sight!  The  genius  of  abuse  must  feel  at  home 
again  seeing  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  in  the  chair.  The  corrupt 
P^liament  gave  him  a  pension,  the  Reformed  Parliament 
give  him  employment.  Lord  Grey  did  not  think  him  entitled 
to  a  Peerage,  and  bis  colleagues  pronounce  him  best  qualified 
for  the  chair  of  the  Commons.  They  would  not  send  him  up 
to  the  Lords,  but  as  he  finds  his  way  into  the  Commons,  his 
pre-eminent  merits  are  said  to  entitle  him  to  preside  in  it. 

Honest  Lord  Althorp  stated  that  when  he  found  Mr.  Man¬ 
ners  Sutton  again  returned,  he*  saw  the  great  advantages 
wiiich  must  result  [query,  to  the  Tory  party]  from  replacing 
him  in  the  chair,  and  he  marvelled,  or  was,  according  to  his 
own  Abigail  phrase,  “  really  quite  astonished"  that  any  gen¬ 
tleman  could  differ  from  him. 

kAt  us  pause  here  to  compassionate  the  state  of  honest  Lord 
Althorp's  mind  while  the  return  of  this  man  of  pre-eminent 
merit  to  the  new  Parliament  was  yet  a  matter  of  doubt.  How 
uneasy  must  have  been  his  thoughts  while  it  was  possible  that 
the  Reformed  House  might  lack  the  presence,  and  with  it  the 
presidency,  of  this  transcendantly  qualified  Tory,  And  how 
^d  he  act  under  these  anxious  cireumstance.  Did  he  oflfer 
him  (pardon  the  soft  impeachment)  any  one  of  the  new  nomi- 
Mtion  boroughs, — did  be  tender  bim  the  representation  of 
Chatham,  which  sounds  not  unapt  for  a  Speaker  ?  Or  would 
he,  could  he  have  allowed  the  door  of  the  House  to  be  closed 
^•hiet  this  man  to  incomparably  qualified  to  fill  its  chair? 
Were  such  rere,  such  unmatched  merits  to  be  lost  to  Parlia¬ 
ment,  Of  left  to  the  chance  of  loss  ?  If  they  are  of  such  in- 
lenrlce  in  the  House,  how  must  Loed  Altbofp  have 
wtalM  while  they  were  out  of  the  Hquee?^— what  most  have 
Wwi  hie  agony  donnjf  tho  Pambiidge  electiODi  and  b^pr  fervent 


his  prayers  for  the  success  of  this  precious  Tory  and  unique 
Chairmau.  But  on  our  lives  we  believe  that  honest  Lord 
Althorp  was  as  insensible  to  all  these  considerations  as  Launce's 
dog.  We  don't  believe  that  he  would  have  moved  a  fitiger  to 
procure  the  return  of  the  only  man  for  the  eh|dr ;  nay  mose, 
had  he  had  a  casting  vote  Cambridge  he  would  have  given 
it  against  the  pattern  of  Speakers ;  and  would  have  been  per¬ 
fectly  content  to  see  even  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Abercrombie  in 
his  present  place*  ^ 

But  honest  Lord  AUb(^  has, not  precisely  stated,  the  truth. 
It  was  not  the  mere  return  of  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  which  so 
absolutely  decided  his  judgment  for  the  re-election.  Honest 
Lord  Althorp  would  have  preferred  Mr.  Abercrombie,  but  was 
afraid  of  a  schism.  But  for  this  apprehension,  the  claims  of 
Mr.  Sutton  would  have  kicked  the  b^m  when  weighed  against 
those  of  Mr.  Abercrombie.  According  to  the  statement  of  the 
Times — which,  though  wildly  false  in  all  thkt  relates  to  the 
design  of  Mr.  Hume,  is  true  in  some  of  its  circumstances — the 
Ministry  were  divided  between  the  rival  claims  of  jMr*.  Little* 
ton  and  Mr.  Abercrombie ;  and  on  learning  that  Mr.  Manners 
Sutton  would '  be  proposed  by  Mr.  Hume,  on  grounds  of 
economical  arrangement,  and  supported  by  the  Tories,  they 
(the  Ministers)  secured  themselves  against  the  posrihtlity  of 
disaster,  by  the  sapient  stratagem  of  a  pretended  concurrence 
with  the  counsels  of  the  enemy ;  or,  in  plain  words,  a  surren¬ 
der.  The  Times  says  ;7- 

ThiM  arrangement  had  the  advantage  of  baffling  the  Gontervatives,  and 
had,  laaiides,  the  gubiaantial  merit  of  economy ;  the  Gontervatives  wero 
mortified,  but  had  the  sense  to  see  that  they  mj^  silently  acquiesce. 

We  wish  our  enemies  would  baffle  us  in  this  pleasant  man¬ 
ner,  by  adopting  the  measures  we  propose.  Much  most  tho 
Conservatives  have  been  mortified  to  hear  it  admitted  that  none 
was  so  superlatively  qualified  for  the  Speakership  as  their  arch 
Tory,  and  to  see  the  sign  of  t^eir  antiquated  party  in  the  chair 
of  the  Reformed  House !  According,  however*  to  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Times,  all  the  professions  of  honest  Lord  Althorp 
and  other  Ministerialists,  as  to  their  preference  of  Mr.  Sutton 
on  the  ground  of  his  transcendant  fitness,  can  have  been  no¬ 
thing  else  than  falsehoods.  It  is  but  justice  to  Mr.  O'Connell 
to  say  that  he  was  the  only  man,  having  experience  of  the 
Speaker's  deserts,  who  boldly  spoke  the  truth  on  the  subject. 
The  whole  affair  has  been  a  tissue  pf  tracasserie.  Ministers, 
with  all  their  host,  could  not  have  reasonably  dreaded  the  de¬ 
feat  of  any  respectable  man,  such  as  Mr.  Abercrombie  or  Mr. 
Littleton  ;  nor  could  they  honestly  have  deemed  their  nomina¬ 
tion  in  this  matter  essential.  '  They  should  have  left  the  House 
free  to  choose  a  Speaker,  and,  as  far  as  their  examples  went, 
disconnected  the  proceeding  from  party.  In  the  worst  event 
they  would  only  have  had  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  placed,  where 
they  have  now  the  shame  of  having  placed  him. 

This  modest  person  voted  in  the  minority  against  himself, 
after,  as  the  Times  took  care  to  tell  us,  having  by  letter  re¬ 
quested  Lord  Ebrington  to  propose,  and  that  accommodating 
character  Sir  F.  Burdett,  to  second  him.  For  a  convenient 
friend  to  hold  tho  door  to  a  job  there  is  now  no  one  to  match 
the  member  for  Westminster,  After  these  solicitationa  see  the 
self-denying,  ingenuous  Speaker  voting  against  his  own  elec¬ 
tion  ;  and  admire  the  morals  of  the  House,  and  the  steady 
countenances  with  which  the  members  behold  these  monstroes 
farces. 

The  Globe,  after  pleasing  its  patrons  with  some  sickly 
sneers  and  stale  calumnies  on  Mr.  Hume,  is  so  indiscreet  fis  to 
make  mention  of  the  Speaker'a  ehiracter,-*>^*  the  Speaker  is  a 
man  of  character,"— he  is  so,  we  agree,  but  what  soft  of  cha¬ 
racter  is  it  ?  The  Globe  knows  as  well  as  we  do,  that  thqrp 
was  a  time  when  the  Saints  threatened  to  ofmse  the  election 
of  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  because  of  the  peculiar  eharactor  be 
possesses.  We  never  touch  upon  these  matters  till  misplaced 
praise  provokes  correction.  ®  ^  2

The  flrrt  minority  iipi  Qie  tmi  preceding  m  th#  llefonnrf 
Home  is  a  matter  of  much  interest  At  the  csommencement  of  the 
elections,  the  Globe  set  ^own  Mr.  W^burton  and  Mr.  RomiUy  as 
Whigs,  in  a  list  of  some  eight  or  nine  members,  which  owing  to 
this  amvenient  arrangement  this  short  and  easy  way  of  d^oang 
of  men’s  opinions,  did  not  present  a  single  figure  m  the  column  of 
Radicals.  It  was  a  delightftil  triumph  to  the  Globe  to  display  this 
blank  column.  In  the  very  first  division,  however,  we  see  Mr. 
Warburton  in  his  old  place  of  rectitude  and  honour,  and  the  name 
of  Romilly  where  all  who  love  and  venerate  the  name  of  Romilly 
wflj  Ttjoiee  to  sec  it.  Here,  too,  is  Mr.  Grotc,  and  that  old  Destruc¬ 
tive  for  his  years,  Mr.  Strutt  one  of  those  who  are  said  to  be  md- 
conient  because  they  have  no  stake  in  the  country.^  A  Ministerial 
print  boasted  aotne  short  time  ago  that  the  Radicals  would  not 
muiiter  fifteen  memliers  ;  they  begin  with  twice  that  number,  and 
we  believe  that  they  will  not  again  be  found  in  so  small  a  minority, 
for  never  was  a  question  worse  handled  than  that  of  the  Speaker- 
ship.  liie  flummeay  about  the  superhuman  nualifications  of  Mr. 
Manners  Sutton  took  the  ground  from  under  the  opponents  of  the 
election.  In  this  blunder  Mr.  Hume  very  largely  shared.  He 
praised  the  impartiality  and  so  forth,  but  the  truth  would  out,  and 
imfinsisteBtly  enough  he  observed,  d^recating  the  supposition  that 
lie  was  actuated  by  any  feeling  of  hostility : — 

It  was  quite  the  contrary  {  and  he  hoped  and  trusted  that,  whatever 
might  be  the  rtssult,  mo  tUffermce  would  take  place  in  the  emdmct  of  the  Right 
Hon.  (Jentteman  towards  him. 

So,  he  only  hopefl  that  the  miracle  of  impartiality  would  not 
come  partial  in  consequence  of  opposition  to  his  election  !  This  is 
token  of  the  degree  of  faith  which  is  in  Mr.  Hume.  We  don't 
hope  tliat  a  just  man  will  continue  just  to  us,  notwithstanding  the 
|iart  We  may  take  towards  him,  but  we  know  it.  There  are  men 
wlirjfn  we  woubl  trust  with  untold  mill-stones,  and  to  whom  if  a 
wri\  lilkd  purse  were  shown  in  a  lonely  way  it  might  be  natural 
to  say,  **  Your  bemeaty'  is  tranicendant,  and  there  is  no  man,  ex¬ 
cept  one  or  two  in  l>ombard-street,  whom  1  should  prefer  as  my 
banker,  and  I  ho^  my  refusal  to  put  my  cash  into  your  bands  will 
n<4  make  any  dinerence  in  your  conduct  towards  me  in  tliis  dark 
latio.  So  highly  do  I  think  of  you  that  I  trust  you  will  not  commit 
rubber)',  and  am  (|uite  certain  you  will  not  cut  my  throat." 

This  h<^  is  in  very  near  ncighbourlioud  to  mistrust. 

Till'  editor  of  the  New  Monthly  Mof^azine  speaks  out  as  to  the 
ijn{nirtiaUty  of  Mr.  Manners  button  : — 

Of  hit  impartiabty,  truth  obliges  us  to  say  one  word.  We  have 
ncSrtl  inititnees  in  which  it  seemed  to  ns  more  than  doubtful.  The 
Itwdurs  uf  s  party  cannot  be  so  much  aware  of  this  error  in  a  Speaker 
at  ike  ordinary  herd  of  Members,  the  former  are  sure  to  be  fairly 
liakuced  agaiukt  each  otlier,  and  to  catch  the  Speaker’s  eye  when  it 
seems  to  Uiem  the  fitting  (mportunity  to  rise ;  but  among  Members  in 
general  it  is  othorwise.  Wt  have  often  and  often,  after  an  effective 
spesch  some  of  the  lesser  of  the  Tory  luminaries,  when  tome  six  or 
sersM  of  the  Kefonnsrs,  of  ei|ual  or  less  calibre,  sprung  up  to  reply,  ob- 
Mrrvod  the  Speaker  carefully  give  the  prstereiice  to  the  one  least  able  to  do 
it  witji  correspondent  efficiency.  To  the  abler  of  the  young  Tory  Mem- 
l>uR^  he  was  invariably  indulgent ;  to  those  of  the  Liberals  pertinaciously 
blind*  This  was  esiiecially  remarkable  among  those  who  belonged  not  to 
(UNI  of  the  great  duiniaaot  parties,  and  who  were  therefore  not  eo  loudly 
called  fur  by  tlie  House,  but  that  they  might  be  condemned  with  impunity 
tu  sileiioe,  iiut  this  partiality  was  still  mure  evident  in  the  case  of  Hunt, 
Hhoin,  as  a  cuustaut  tfioru  in  the  side  of  tlie  poor  Reform  liill,tli«  Speaker 
iuvariahly  managed  to  see  the  instant  he  arose.  Ko  man,  surely,  ever  less 
dusoFVed  to  bs  lieard,  ns  man  ever  obtained  from  the  Sjieaker’s  peculiar 
seUatMio  such  prompt  upportunitiss  of  delivering  his  sentiments.— •[  It 
was  ior  this  reasou,  doubtless,  that  Mr.  lluut  ex{)ressed  Ids  with  that 
tbo  Speaker’s  ^>vusiuu  had  lecu  &(K)01.  iustead  of  40U01.  a  year.]

However  false  the  Globe  may  be  as  a  politician,  we  believe  it  in 
this  instance  to  have  been  a  true  prophet.  We  have  at  hand  many 
other  specimens  of  its  past  opinions  curiously  opposite  to  its  pre¬ 
sent  doctrines ;  but  it  is  in  the  nature  of  things  that  the  Globe 
should  turn  round,  as  we  remarked  some  years  a^  when  it 
quarrelled  with  us  about  the  character  of  Pedl,  which  it  loved  for 
m  aflSnity  to  its  own  slippery  ways. 

Further  back,  in  an  article  of  March  2flth,  1828,  the  Globe  ob¬ 
served  : — 

Mr.  Fed,  In  answer  to  the  sug^ftion,  (of  the  ballot  by  Mr.Warburton,) 
is  represented  to  have  said,  that  he  hoped  he  should  never  see  the  day 
when  it  would  bd  necessary  for  the  electors  of  Great  Britain  to  give  their 
votes  by  secret  Ballot — a  sentiraejit  which  was  received  by  cheers.  If  the 
gentleman  who  uttered  this  wish,  and  those  who  chared  it,  meant  to  in¬ 
sinuate  that  a  great  part  of  the  electors  of  Great  Britain  are  not  influenced 
in  giving  their  votes  by  terror  and  bribery,  the  orator  and  the  vociferaiors 
wished  to  convey,  indirectly,  an  astertiun  so  contrary  to  what  it  notoriously 
the  fuoty  that  they  would  have  keen  ashamed  to  give  it  plainly  and  riistinctly. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  they  think  it  inexpedient  that  bribery  and  computmon 
should  he  prevented  from  producing  their  frUl  effetds  in  eleetiom,  Ihttalto  it 
an  opinion  wluch  they  would  scarcely  ba  willing  to  avow.  Except  on  the 
one  or  the  other  of  these  sup^iositions — unless^  tiiose  who  now  vote  openly 
do  not  need  protection,  or  unless  it  be  not  desirable  to  ^wotect  them  ;  unless 
we  assume  a  fbet  which  it  faite^  or  a  principle  which  ts  detestable^  we  can¬ 
not  conceive  any  thing  more  puerile  than  the  sentiment  which  teeiiM  to* 
have  been  so  favourably  received. 

This  is  precisely  what  we  have  thought,  “  but  ne’er  so  w^l  ex¬ 
pressed,"  of  the  ulobe's  argument  against  the  Ballot,  ^thus  shortly 
disposed  of  in  anticipation  by  itself.  The  principle  it  holds,  that 
the  elector  should  not  be  protected,  is,  as  it  justly  observes,  “  detei- 
table,"  and  all  who  maintain  that  doctrine  should  be  named  after 
its  own  word,  the  Detestables. 

LORD  ALTHORP  A  THEORIST. 

Nothing  comes  more  readily  to  foolish  ignorant  people  than  a 
sneer  at  theorists,  and  yet  they  are  eternally  theorizing,  and  most 
dogmatically,  without  knowing  it. 

Lord  Althorp,  who  is  so  leading  a  personage,  so  solid,  so  Awe* 
from  any  levity,  so  approved  of  judgment  that  he  is  President  of 
the  Cattle  Shows,  as  well  as  by  the  grace  of  his  Majesty  leader  of 
the  House  of  Commons— Lord  Althorp,  so  venerated  as  ha  is,  is 
theorist  a  la  folie.  People  stare  to  hear  this,  but  we  can  easily 
make  it  manffest. 

y  His  Lordship  has  explained,  that  by  the  finality  of  the  Reform 
he  did  not  mean  that  there  should  bie  no  other  Refi^rms,  but  no 
other  Conititutional  Reforms, — 

Do  1  mean  to  say,  liecauso  I  used  those  words,  that  the  Refwifi  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  itself  is  final — that  no  other  Refonn  was  to  be  iatroducod,  and  that  no 
advantages  whatever  were  to  accrue  from  it  P  Certainly  not.  1  compered 
it  Jtnah  and  I  supported  it  at  final  as  ^ar  at  regarded  the  Constitution  cf 
the  House  ittelf  and  as  a  means  by  which  to  effect  other  improvements  and 
other  Reforms. 

Thus  before  the  working  of  the  measure  had  been  seen,'  before 
its  efficiency  for  the  end  proposed  had  been  demonstrated,  his 
Lordship  had  determined  that  it  should  be  final  I  This,  we  re¬ 
peat,  is  theory  to  a  folly,  unless  indeed  Lo^  Althorp  faeb  con¬ 
scious  of  the  immediate  inspiration  of  Minerva,  and  claims  the 
positiveness  of  unerring  wisdom.  Had  Lord  Althorp  ever  a  tight 
shoe?  (We  beg  the  simplicity  of  our  instances  may  be  excused,  for 
w  hen  we  address  ourselves  to  Ministers,  and  such  sort  of  little 
people,  it  is  necessary  to  descend  and  make  things  very  pfairi.) 
Again,  therefore,  we  ask,  had  Lord  Althorp  ever  a  tight  shoe  ? 
He  says,  yes — now  we  don’t  want  to  know  the  story  of  it,  and  the

Now  let  us  see  him 
confronted  with  Humb)j  let  him  point  out  with  a  fond  an4 
tender  touch  the  precise  place  where  the  aocursed  tbiog 
pinched  his  dear  flesh,  and  imagine  the  shoemaker  resolutely 
to  reuly  — “  My  Lord,  when  I  cut  out  the  leather  of  that 
slioe  tor  your  toot,  I  intended  it  to  be  final,  and  sent  it  home  to  yon 
as  fii^y  or  finished,  and  1  am  determined  not  to  make  aay  altera¬ 
tion  in  it.  It  ought  to  satisfy  you,  and  will  if  you  have  a  jreason- 
ahlo  foot ;  the  measure  is  a  very  Iju-ge  one,  and  in  short  it  roust  fit 
you,  for  I  resolved  when  1  made  it,  that  yog  should  have  no  other." 
**  What  f"  cries  the  Lord,  “  must  notfl  who  wear  it,  know  beat 
where  the  shoe  pmehes,  and  have  1  not  a  right  to  have  mt  shoes 
made  at  1  ffiink  proper  F*— “  Not  at  my  shop,"  replies  the  mshion- 
aMe  tradeaman,  with  a  civil  bow,  but  a  confident  air.  ••  If  youy 
L4Kdahlp  wants  to  jmt  your  fbet  in  barges,  and  dislecato  yowr 
aneles,  you  muil  find  anotber  to  serve  you.  The  shoe  is  finifVd, 
final :  /  will  yever ,  change  or  iRer  it,  /  never  was  out  in  tuff 
mmure." 
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PROFllECY. 

Pursous  who  have  seen  the  port  which  tlie  Globe  has  lately

ADVICt  COLLUSIVE. 

The  7Y«mv  ef  Tuesday  had  this  ncUpe  statement 
Tlte  Mtmben  of  large  commercUl  conttihiencies — such  os  Leeds, 
Liverpool,  aod  Manchester — are  said  to  have  representi^  to  Ministers  that 
too  many  subjects  ought  not  to  be  brought  before  Parliament  together^  they 
are  anxious  that  two  or  three  questions  only  should  be  taken  up  this  ses¬ 
sion,  and  settled  satidactorily,  and  that  others  should  be  postponed  till  due 
time  and  attenKon  can  be  bestowed  on  the  consideration  of  them.  In  these 
views,  whi^  gbod  tense  would  sanction.  Government,  we  have  no  doubt, 
will  concur. 

There  certainly  pan  be  hb  doubt  of  the  concurrence  of  Government 
in  these  views;  nay,  we  should  not  be  surprised  at  its  seeing 
the  {uropriety  of  doing  nothing  whatever,  were  it  pointed  out  by 
persons  interested  in  its  ease.  But  who  are  the  Members  for 
I..^s,  Liverpool,  and  Manehester,  who  have  made  these  discreet 
representations  ?  Why  not  name  them,  O  TYmer  f  Has  the  Mini¬ 
ster  who  is  Member  ror  Manchester,  represented  to  Ministers  that 
too  many  subjects  ought  not  to  be  brought  forward,  and  his  anxiety 
that  only  ttvo  or  three  should  be  taken  up  this  Session  ?  or,  has 
the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Controul  beseeched  his  patrons  not 
to  ovcr-exert  themselves  ?  or,  has  the  sham  reformer,  Lord  San- 
don,  son  of  Conservative  lord  Harrowby,  and  Member  for 
Liverpool,  pointed  put  the  expediency  of  doing  as  little  as  need  be? 

us  imagine  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson,  Mr.  Macauley,  and  Lord 
Sandon  waiting  on  Ministers,  and  gravely  beseeching  them  not  to 
overtask  themselves,  and  to  stint  Parliament  to  two  or  three  ques¬ 
tions  this  session !  Addison  tells  us  of  a  quack  who  marched 
solemnly  through  the  streets  with  'a  boy  before  him,  proclaim¬ 
ing,  “  My  Ihther  cures  all  manner  of  diseases,” — after  a  pause  the 
quack  gravely  cried  out,  “  The  boy  speaks  the  truth.” 

This  sort  of  concurrence  is  like  that  of  Ministers  with  the  repre¬ 
sentation  of  their  colleagues,  the  Members  for  Leeds  and  Man¬ 
chester,  that  they  should  not  undertake  more  than  two  or  throe 
questions.— TAe  Soj/s  speak  the  truth. 

Admirably  does  the  Times  enact  the  part  of  the  Charlatan, 
vouching  for  the  boy.  “  In  these  views,  Glovernment,  we  have  no 
doubt,  will  concur.”  That  is,  in  the  views  taken  for  Government 
by  Members  of  Government,  Government  will  very^  very  probably 
concur.

INTERNAL  REFORMS  IN  THE  COMMONS. 

TO  THK  KDITOR  OV  THK  BXAIIINKR. 

Sir, — In  a  emnmunication  which  you  Uid  me  the  honour  of  inserting,  1 
endeavoured  to  impress  on  the  public  that  some  cheatM*r  and  more  efficient 
mode  of  settling  disputed  elections  must  be  adopted  oy  Parliament.  The 
subject  is  connived  with  a  large  class  of  similar  reforms  which  the  present 
is  toe  proper  opportunity  for  attempting — 1  mean  with  those  internal  re¬ 
forms  of  die  rulesjand  business  of  F^liaroent,  which  must  form  the  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  great  Reform  which  has  been  effected,  if  we  wish  the  Reformed 
Parliament  to  do  more  or  better  than  its  predecessors.  Unquestionably, 
whatever  may  be  the  virtues  of  the  new  Parliament,  it  will  have  no  time 
and  no  strength  to  throw  away :  all  its  labours  must  be  devoted  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  business  of  the  country,  if  it  hopes  to  satisfy  the  most  moderate  wishes 
of  the  constituency,  or  to  relieve  the  most  urgent  of  the  national  necessities. 
In  order  to  execute  their  task,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons,  nay,  for  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  to  make  considerable  alterations 
in  their  prcMnt  mode  of  doing  biisiness.  There  are  objections,  I  am  aware, 
to  the  making  great  changes  of  this  kind  just  at  the  present  period.  I  feel 
sensible,  that  wlien  substantial  changes  are  to  be  made  in  the  institutions 
of  the  country,  it  is  necessary  to  he  peculiarly  cautious  of  unffxing  the 
ordinary  fashion  and  mode  of  It^slation.  Comparing  the  position  of  our 
Reformed  House  of  Commons  with  that  of  other  assemblies  which  have 
had  imposed  on  them  the  task  of  amending  the  political  condition  of  their 
country,  and  repairing  the  evils  of  long  miicoverument,  it  is  matter  of  great 
satisfkction  that  we  are  uied  to  the  forma  or  representative  government  and 
discusaioD ;  that  the  furious  debates  and  struggles  of  jiarties  in  our  Legis¬ 
lature  will  be  moderated  by  long-established,  well-understood  and  re8)tected 
rules,  and  the  )>«rformance  of  the  arduous  business  submitted  to  it  fkcili- 
tated  by  regulations  and  habits  which  long  usage  inclines  us  to  observe.  I 
should  therefore  be  disinclined  to  meddle  with  the  present  mode  of  doing 
business  in  Parliament,  except  in  so  far  at  1  think  change  matter  ot 
absolute  and  urgent  necessity.  Some  defects  there  are  in  the  organisation 
of  both  Houses,  which  seem  to  me  so  paljiably  and  excessively  mischievous, 
that  1  cannot  help  considering  their  removal  as  the  first  step  required  for 
the  transaction  of  public  business.  Of  the  two  Houses,  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  is  the  one  whose  o|>erations  are  impeded  by  the  most  numerous  and 
the  most  serious  of  these  embarrassments.  There  is  one  which  1  do  not 
hesitate  to  select  as  the  most  prominent ;  namely,  the  private  business  of 
Parliament.  It  ia  a  business  equally  out  of  the  province  of  either  branch 
of  the' Legislature :  in  both  it  is  ill  clone,  and  im{)edes  public  buainess,  but 
in  the  House  of  Commons  it  is  incomparably  worse  done,  and  is  incompa¬ 
rably  more  prejudicial  to  the  public  serv’ice,  than  In  the  House  of  Lords. 

With  those  who  are  ready  at  the  present  moment  to  take  alarm  at  any 
proposal  of  further  innovation,  1  must  excuse  myself,  by  reminding  them 
that  similar  complaints  have  often  been  urged  under  the  good  old  system, 
and  remedies  proposed  similar  to  those  which  1  am  now  recommending.

It  was  but  a  few  days  ago  that  the  Times  in  a  candid  and  able

l>arties  parrying  private  business  through  Parlismcut  would  have  less  tp 
complain  of.  But  tho  groat  evil  of  the  private  busiucss  aiqaiars  to  ms  to 
be.  Its  influence  on  tho^puhlic  business  of  Parliament.  All  what  is  called 
private  business  is  mere  matter  of  an  administrative  or  judicial  nature;  s 
legislative  body  has  no  business  with  it  at  all.  Its  {Htribrniance  wastes  the 
time  and  distracts  the  attention  of  the  National  Legislature.  1  quarrel  nut 
with  them  for  doing  it  ill,  but  fur  undertaking  or  doing  it  at  all.  Lei  them 
nut  think  of  doing  it  better ;  let  them  rid  themselves  of  the  task  at  once, 
and  entrust  it  to  a  more  appropriate  body.  Surely  it  is  matter  of  great  iin- 
portaiice  that  a  legislator  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  tlie  public  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  country,  and  to  the  acquisition  of  general  and  sjoxual  knowledge 
necessary  to  qualify  him  for  the  nt  performance  of  his  political  duties,  with 
sufficient  time  to  employ  in  the  equally  necessary  relaxation  which  tits  hinpi 
for  a  continuance  of  his  labours.  And  is  it  possible  for  a  man  to  find  tiina 
for  all  this,  and  besides  this,  to  do  all  the  private  buiauess  of  a  county  os  a 
la^  borough  ?  The  public  business  of  tl^  House  of  Commous  begins  at 
four  or  five  in  the  evening,  and  lasts  generally  till  twelve  or  one  u*clockf 
and  often  much  later.

Vet  the  universal  coinplaints  of  all  parties  engaged  in  carrying  private  bilb 
through  the  Huuae,  show  that  this  is  far  from  l^iiig  the  ease.  The  exces* 
sive  expenw  of  snch  bills,  an  expense  productive  of the  greatest  local  datri* 
meat  aod  ineuaveobnea,  makes  our  Logislstnre  incomparably  the  worst  of 
agouts  in  tbb  matter.  Ingsnionsly  aa  tha  foo-galhering  system  is  cun- 
sUudsd,  it  would  be  imposnbb  in  any  other  way  of  doing  such  a  business 
to  inflict  on  the  partiss  any  but  tha  most  inconsidorabls  portion  of  the  ex- 
|4ioM  incurred  in  obtaining  a  privato  biU.  Aa  act,  of  wnieh  the  utility  b

^iittpSt»^  hf  Ihoee  improved  municipal  instHutious  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
tSTthafirst  cant  of  a  Reformed  Paihameut  wiU  provide  for  the  people. 
If  the  iohafaitanUof  a  large  or  aomU  dbti^  wish  to  aamciato  fin  the  pur- 
poaes  of  paving,  lighting,  dmtning,  watering,  or  watching,  wYsf  need  they 
apply  to  Farlbmant  or  any  other  pnbUe  bo^  or  officer?  No  act  of  a 
mUic  nature  aaema  to  ba  laquired,  aieapt  a  legbtralion  of  tha  nnnmt  of  the 
parties  id  ssancistcdi  of  tho  niba  of  tha  society,  or  of  tha  ratoa  impoaad,  or 
contributions  raceired. 

There  axe  esses,  however,  in  which  no  fixed  rules  can  ba  laid  tloum  to 
regulate  the  transaction  of  private  afiairs ;  in  which  more  dbcre^ii  must 
ba  feft  to  the  parsons  deciding,  than  can  be  sa&ly  entrusted  to  a  judicial  or 
administrative  officer;  which,  local  and  compi^vely  unimportant  as  they 
am,  can  only  be  decided  by  a  species  of  legislative  body.  If,  for  somo 
public  object,  it  be  necessary  to  interfcre  with  private  rights,  to  whom 
should  we  entrust  the  power  of  fixing  on  the  cases  in  which  such  interfeiencn 
b  sdvsntsgeous  to  the  public  ?  Ihb  b  clearly  a  case  in  which  the  judge 
be  on  simply  to  tell  us  what  b  Im  bw.  Supposing  that  the 
law  were  to  say  that  private  property  miglrt  be  taken  by  the  publse  in  ernes 
where  the  public  good  damanded  it,  the  difficult  queation  renuuns,  whether 
the  in  pomt  u  ooe  in  which  any  suffiebnt  puhlie  baMfit  b  ensured  by 
an  inUrlerence  with  the  laws  of  property^  Thb  dbcietion  cannot  left, 
1  think,  in  the  hands  of  any  one  individual :  the  intcrerts  and  opiniont  of 
all  the  interested  parties  must  be  cooaulted  and  protected  by  persona  im- 
inadiately  responsible  to  them.  This  kind  of  private  business  requires  a 
Hweies  of  subordinsto  legudation,  and  should  be  entrusted  to  a  representa- 
trve  body ;  not,  however,  to  tha  body  representing  the  whole  community,  but 
to  ona  Msclad  by  such  a  portkm  as  generally  mm  the  same  local  interests. 
In  short,  bt  there  be  Local  Legblsfum  iu  eodi  county,  or,  perhaps,  in  ea^ 
of  a  Bomewbat  larger  dbtrict,  ebcte<l  by  the  smaller  divbions  of  such  dis¬ 
trict,  and  empowered  to  regulate  all  the  privato  business  thereof. 

I  am  not  inclined  to  federalism ;  I  do  net  wbh  by  any  means  to  tplil 
the  country  into  small  independent  states.  None  of  ths^  Local  Legblaturea 
should  possess  any  powers  clashing  with  tlioae  of  Farliament.  On  ffie 
conttary,  they  should  be  entirely  subordinate  and  obedbnt  to  its  authority, 
aiming  at  nothing  mure  than  relieving  it  of  a  portion  of  troublesome  a^ 
trifling  business.  The  magistrates  at  quarter  sessions  have  some  small 
powers  of  the  kind  I  would  give  to  these  local  assemblies.  Ihe  grand 
lurbi  in  Ivriaad  resembb  them  still  more  in  the  extent  and  nature  of  their 
ijodions.  TWasIfar  to' elective  awl  responsible  bodies  all  the  powers  now 
vested  in  eesaioma  and  grand  juries.  Have,  in  fact,  elective  grand  juries. 
The  public  will  gain  to  having  a  more  efbetual  controul  over  their  present 
local  oqjieoditure. '  The  enme  body  will  relieve  Parliament  of  the  duties 
which  now  encumber  it. ,  The  whob  private  business  of  a  dbtrict  will  be 
entrusted  to  one  and  the  same  body,  composed  of  persona,  from  their 
local  interests  and  iiiformatiou,  tbs  most  competeuito  regulate  it;  and  re¬ 
strained  from  jobbing  by  immediate  responsibility  to  the  inhabitants  of  tha 
dbtrict  over  which  their  authority  extends. 

It  would  still,  perha[«,  be  desirable  that  the  royal  sanction  should  he  bb- 
quired  for  such  bilh  os  had  passed  these  Local  Legislatures,  in  order  to  ex.- 
sreise  a  control  over  their  encroachments  or  partiidities.  Perhaps  it  would 
still  be  necesaary  to  refer  to  I^iament  the  few  questions  afl^ting  different 
districts,  in  which  the  provincial  Legislatures  could  hot  be  brought  to  agree. 
And  the  courts  of  bw  would  have  the  power  of  confining  these  ladies 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  jurisdiction^  so  that  they  should  not 
-encroach  either  on  one  another,  or  on  the  authority  of  the  Legislature.  Into 
ttofse  details,  however,  it  is  not  necessary  now  to  enter.  Ihe  idea  of  pro¬ 
vincial  administrative  boilies  elected  by  the  people,  b  almost  new  in  Itog- 
land.  In  all  other  countries  in  which  a  representative  govemmeut  b  estu- 
blbhed,  provincial  and  municipal  business  b  entrusted  to  elective  bodies. 
It  has  bmn  the  wbh  of  the  wisest  aud  the  most  ardent  friends  pf  Uie  re¬ 
presentative  systom,  to  eccurtom  the  people  to  the  exercise  of  self-govern¬ 
ment  in  ev^  division  and  subdivbion  of  the  country,  as  the  best  Iwsb  uf 
reprvteidalive  government.  Our  wants  and  feelings  are  gradually  leading 
us  to  the  ado|)Ciou  of  such  institutions.  Kre  king  it  b  probabb  that  not  a 
remnant  of  irres^naibb  government  will  be  bft  in  the  country.  Parishee 
will  be  governed  by  elected  vestries;  the  inhabitanta  of  towns  will  be 
albwed  to  chooee  their  corporatioos ;  and  tha  local  busineee  of  every  county 
will  also,  1  hope,  be  trusted  to  none  but  an  elective  legal  assembly.  A.

The  translator  of  the  Cbonc  Poetry  of  the  Greek  Drama  labours 
under  many  disadvantages.  The  Cnorusses  of  the  Greeks  were 
acoompauied  by  music,  sometimes  perhaps  by  action,  such  as 
dancing,  and  they  were  always  sung  in  character.  Again,  they  are 
frequently  of  a  prophetical,  often  of  a  mystical  character,  and  more 
full  of  mythological  allusions  than  any  other  ancient  productions, 
not  excepting  the  Odes  of  Pindar.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  such 
materials  are  fleeting,  and  present  a  most  unsnbstant^  material 
to  the  map  of  the  writer  for  a  modem  eye.  Again,  the  texts  of 
these  duirusses  are  corrupt :  those  of  iEschylus  in  particular :  there 
are  passages  which  defy  the  most  ingenious  cHtics,  or  at  least  pro¬ 
voke  his  aeutest  guesses.  If,  in  spite  of  all  fliis,  a  translator  con- 
triyes  to  keoppr^y  cloee  to  hb  text,  and  produces  a  tolerably  poet¬ 
ical  vonion,  it  b  undoubtedly  a  species  of  aefatovement  Mr.

Stuart  has  otM  qualifications  which  peculiarly  fit  him  for  judging 
of  the  immigrabU  districts  of  America,  he  has  long  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  a^Wultural  pursuits,  understands  the  value  of  land,  and 
has  been  reckoned  one  of  the  most  judicious  proprietors  and 
farm-managers  in  Scotland.  Suoh  a  man  ia  peculiarly  adapted  to 
go  forth  into  new  settled  oountriea,  and  to  bring  back*  a  trust¬ 
worthy  report)  more  especial^  as  be  joins  to  agricultural  skill  a 
vast  stock  of  g^  sense  appUeable  to  evert  other  suligect,  an  equani¬ 
mity  that  nothing  can  disturb,  and  a  mild  species  of  bonhommie 
that  attracts  and  leads  to  friend^  Offees.  ' 

t  Mr.  Stuart  confirms  afi  that  the  weU- withers  of  America  were 
inclined  to  believe  true,  in  spite  of  the  evil  r^rts  of  all  our  Smell- 
fungueet^  be  they  male  or  female.  The  i^ericans  are  a  kind  and 
an  honest  people,  though  they  show  eourtesv  somewhat  differently 
iVom  ourselves ;  they  arc  a  and  A  wealthy  people,  if  by  wealth 
is  meant  the  possession  of  an  abundanoe  of  ril  the  necessaries  of 
life ;  they  are  a  quiet,  intriligent,  and  enterprising  nation ;  they 
are  moral  and  rehgious,  and,  above  all,  tolerant ;  their  domestic 
habits  are  moulded  upon  the  circumstances  of  their  early  settle¬ 
ment,  and  continued  both  by  tradition  and  fitness  ^  in  many 
points  they  differ  fVom  the  people  of  Europe,  it  is  natural  they 
should ;  it  would  be  well  if  in  one  point  the  inhabitants  of  the  rest 
of  the  world  resembled  them  ;  we  mean  in  the  art  6f  solf'govom- 
ment,  one  of  the  grand  causes  of  their  stupendous  pmgmss  in  ex¬ 
tent,  power,  wealth,  and  resources.  On. every  one  of  these  points 
we  have  satisfactoir  testimony  in  the  w-trii  of  Mr.  StOart.  The 
only  parts  of  the  Union  which  do  not  keep  pace' with  the  other 
States  are  those  cursed  with  the  slave-leprosy.  They  are  stationary 
in  all  but  crime  and  cruelty,  while  their  thoroughly  free  neigh¬ 
bours  in  the  West  are  decupling  their  population  and  their  means 
every  five  years.  Mr.  Stuart  has  done  as  strict  justice  to  tliis 
shameful  part  of  American  policy  as  to  the  creditable  features  of 
the  States.  He  has  used  no  rhetoric ;  he  never  does ;  but  he  has 
told  us  what  he  saw,  repeated  what  he  heard  from  credible  wit¬ 
nesses— what  he  could  transcribe  from  undoubted  documents— nay 
from  the  very  laws  themselves.  The  North  American  slave  code 
w  oukl  overwhelm  with  infamy  Turkey  or  Russia,  what  then  is  to  be 
said  of  them  in  aland  of  ultra- fVeraom?  Every  line  is  marked 
not  only  with  the  cruelty  of  the  barbarian,  but  the  cowardice  of 


individual  industry ;  if  hacked  by  a  large  family  to  much  Um  better. 
At  for  the  diteaae  ot  the  dimate,  wh^h  however  many  situatioiui 
are  free  from,  it  mutt  be  setoff  against  the  abtence  of  eonsumption, 
and,  furdtor,  it  may  be  combated  by  care  and  managenmt  Per¬ 
sons  once  aoolimated  art  no  longer  subject  to  tiie  infliotion.  Land 
in  this  quarter  may  be  had  of  the  Goremmenl  at  a  dollar  and  a 
quarter  an  acre :  the  sod  more  fertile  than  the  banks  of  the  Nile  * 
no  bush  to  dear,  no  forest  to  fdl :  no  implements  to  transport,  for 
they  may  be  had  from  any  part  of  the  States  by  river  carriage,  good 
and  cheap,  in  any  variety,  grand  rivers  that  flow  down  through 
all  these  States  to  join  the  Mississippi  carry  produce  to  New  Or¬ 
leans,  which  city,  and  the  neighbouring  countries,  and  the  lead- 
works,  and  other  estabUshments  in  the  West,  afford  a  ready  market 
for  every  description  of  commodity.  The  coal  field  of  thm  terri¬ 
tories  is  immense,  the  countries  themselves  may  ^haps  be  most 
apUy  pictured  by  the  phrase  of,  we  believe,  Mr.  Flint,  that  **  the 
popiUation  of  Europe  could  comfortably  settle  down  upon 


them. 

The  fault  of  Mr.  Stuart's  work  is  its  too  ^at  frequency  of  quo¬ 
tation,  by  which  its  bulk  is  unnecessarily  increasea,  from  which 
charge  however  wo  except  the  very  admirable  passages  from  Mr, 
Flint's  work  on  the  West,  which  ouffht  to  be  better  known  in  this 
country.  The  references  to  the  revofutionary  war  are  also  too  nu¬ 
merous,  and  diminish  the  value  of  the  first  vdume,which  is,  indeed, 
in  aU  points,  much  inferior  to  the  second,  where  the  field  is  more 
novel  and  the  author  trusts  somewhat  more  to  himself.  Scotticisms 
abound  in  most  remarkable  profusion.  The  author  says  of  some 
Somersetshire  settlers,  that  no  dialect  of  Yankeodom  was  so  unin¬ 
telligible  to  him :  we  may  say  his  American  quotations  are  far  bet¬ 
ter  English  than  much  of  the  text.  *

It  is  a  relief  to  get  away  with  Mr.  Stuart  from  the  heavy  and 
polluted  atmosphere  of  the  slave  States  to  the  new  and  opening 
countries  of  the  West,  with  their  thinly  scattered  but  hardy  and  in¬ 
dustrious  settlers  j  to  their  rich  and  fertile  prairies,  their  noble  rivers, 
their  mines,  their  gentle  hills  and  sweeping  vales.  No  previous 
account  of  the  Ilunois,  of  Indian^  ana  partly  of  the  Missouri 
State,  haa  been  so  complete  and  satisfactory  in  all  points  as  this  by 
Mr.  Stuart.  He  settlw  the  much  disputed  point  of  where  the 
emigrant  shoi^  go  to ;  and  this  has  been  the  business  of  a  great 
publicatioiia,  though  not  very  well  performed.  The  State 
of  Illinois  alone  is  fully  as  large  as  England,  is  infinitely  more  fer¬ 
tile,  and  contains  only  15.\00U  inhabitants.  It  abounds  in  game; 
the  prairies,  extending  for  hundreds  of  miles  together,  are  covered 
with  the  most  beaotifril  flowers,  and  the  wood  is  dispel  by  nature 
here  and  there  in  clumps  more  graeefolly  than  art  has  ever  yet 
succeeded  in  effecting;  the  soil  at  the  same  time  is  several 
feet  in  depths  One  lovely  unappropriated  prairie,  seventy  miles 
long  and  five  broad,  at  iheeonfluence  of  the  Missouri  w'ith  tne  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  has  a  vegetable  soil  feet  deep.  Manure  would  not 
only  ruin  such  land,  but  the  time  can  hardly  be  conceived  when  a 
soil  now  of  such  depth  will  require  artificial  aid.  AU  this  is  on 
hanks  of  rivers^  which  stretch  their  gigantic  arms  to  evenr 
part  of  the  continent.

M*  Shane  is  an 
Emeralder  of  the  first  water ;  his  confusion  of  meum  and  tuum  is 
carried  to  the  utmost  limit  of  Hibernian  imaginativeness ;  he  takes 
a  man's  place  in  the  mail,  seizes  possession  of  his  friend’s  estate, 
reduces  the  tenants'  rents,  invites  the  county  to  a  series  of  enter¬ 
tainments,  and  gives  away  a  stranger's  daughter,  with  the  most 
imperturbable  impudence ;  nothing  disconcerts  him,  no  rebuke  re¬ 
pulses  him ;  insult,  indeed,  provokes  allusion  to  the  shooting  gal¬ 
lery,  but  it  is  evident  that  no  would  breakfast  with  his  antagonist 
ten  minutes  before  parading  time ;  he  carries  universal  benevo¬ 
lence  beyond  the  bounds  of  tlie  most  enthusiastic  philanthropy ; 
every  man  is  his  friend,  he  loves  them,  and  their  wives,  and  their 
sif  tars,  and  their  daughters,  their  dinners,  breakfasts,  suppers,  and 
beds,  with  an  unwearied  intensity ;  if  he  should  kill  his  host  in  a 
duel,  it  would  only  be  for  the  preservation  of  his  benefactor's  re- 
puUtioD.  We  have  known  many  of  this  amusing  class,— amusing 
to  all,  except  their  immediate  victims,  and  oven  they  laugh  at 
tliemaelvet,  and  each  other,  as  soon  as  the  first  smart  of  imposition 
is  over.  We  have  known  many  whoso  escapades  have  exceeded 
any  thing  ever  seen  on  the  stage.  Jonathan  Wild  and  Gount  Fa¬ 
thom  might  have  been  improv^  by  them ;  yet  we  will  admit  that 
Power’s  M*Shane  ia  a  pot-potsrri  of  their  collected  essences. 
Coutmsted  with  thu  proHMsed  victimizer  are  three  patrician 
patraoizers,  or  sponges.  Lord  Lounger^  Captain  Burnish^  and 
Lady  Leecht  a  meaner  olais  of  depredators,  as  they  have  not 
the  same  plea  of  necessity,  and  carry  on  their  plunder  on  the 
pnvate,  with  the  same  air  of  supercilious  arrogance,  wliich  the 
naoro  fortunate  compeers  of  their  order  assume  when  thrusting 
tlreir  hands  into  the  public  puric.  Mr.  Brindets  aro  cur- 

tamly  amusing  caricatures,  we  congratulate  ourselves  that  wo  have 
never  seen  any  who  could  sit  as  their  originals,  probably  they  keep 
other  company,  in  whicH  also  the  model  of  Mrs.  C.  Jones's  ladies 
niay  perchance  be  found,  though  we  doubt  it ;  there  are  many  very 
vul)^  persons  among  the  aristocracy,  male  and  female,  some  vul- 
ffiur  m  pei^ii,  more  vulgar  iu  manner,  most  are  vulgar  in  mind ; 
yet  thm  iu  generally,  if  not  always,  some  tint,  taint,  or  tone,  which 
niaw  tfaek  birth,  blood,  or  breeding ;  they  are  the  shibb<fletb8  of 
iisbiou,  vbieh  fotr  udors  know,  and  )iil  fower  can  imitato.

After  some  preliminary  proceedings,  Mr.  IIumk  addressed  the  House  on 
the  election  of  a  Sj>eaker.  lie  admitted  the  ex)>erience  and  the  urbauily  of 
the  late  Speaker,  whom,  he  understood,  it  was  the  intent  ion  of  Ministers  to 

3ose  to  the  chair  again ;  but  he  felt  it  his  unpleasant  duty  to  object  to 
appointment,  upon  public  grounds,  because  he  thought  Uie  S|>eakerof 
the  reformed  House  of  Commons  ought  to  be  one  whose  opinions  accordetl 
with  those  of  the  people.  No  man  could  be  more  sensible  than  he  was  of 
the  merits  of  Mr.  Manners  Sutton,  but  his  political  principles  were  adverse  , 
to  those  measures  which  it  was  the  object  of  reform  to  promote,  aud  wiUt-  ■ 
out  which  the  advantages  of  reform  coidd  never  be  realizeil.  Tlte  Sj)eaker- 
ship  was  almost  the  only  olfice  of  dignity  which  the  people  could  coufer, 
all  others  were  bestowed  by  the  Crown ;  aud  little  could  be  expected  of  tiie 
representatives  of  the  people,  if  they  committed  themselves,  by  placing  in 
their  chair  a  gentleman  whose  opinions  were  opposed  to  those  of  the  majo¬ 
rity  of  their  constituents.  It  was  highly  desirable  tliat  the  organ  and  agent 
of  that  House  should  entertain  the  opinions  professed  by  tlie  majority.  A 
difference  of  opinion  might  arise  between  that  House  aud  Uie  House  of 
Peers,  in  which  case  some  danger  and  confusion  might  ensue,  from  tlwA 
House  having  an  organ  whose  opinions  did  not  cuiuciide  with  theirs.  The 
pensiou  of  40001.  a-year  to  the  late  Speaker  would  continue  wliether  he  weru 
re-elected  or  uot,  so  that  the  charge  of  inconsistency  brought  against  him 
(Mr.  Hume)  for  opposiug  a  measiure  of  economy  was  not  correct  iu  fact. 
Even  had  the  fact  been  otherwise  he  would  not  have  allowed  so  smalt  a 
sum  to  interfere  with  the  claims  of  so  im|)ortaQt  an  otfice.  He  cuiicimled 
by  proposing  Mr.  £dward  John  Lattleton  as  a  fit  and  prosier  |»ersouto  till 
the  chair. — Lord  MoReuTii  moved  that  the  Right  Uunourablo  Charles  | 
Manners  Sutton  be  re-appointed  to  the  chair,  aud  passed  a  high  eulugiuiu  ^ 
on  the  merits  aud  im^iartiality  of  that  gentleman. — Sir  F.  Buauuii'  se-  ^ 
conded  the  motion,  on  the  ground  tliat  iu  Mr.  M.  Sutton  the  House  would 
be  appointing  the  fittest  and  best  qualified  man  ainoogst  theia  to  fill  thu 
office. — Mr.  Littleton  extolled  the  talents  and  experience  of  Mr.  M.  Sut¬ 
ton,  and  intreated  his  Hon.  Friend  (Mr.  lluiiie)  to  withdraw  his  pioposi- 
tion,  in  conformity  with  the  almost  unanimous  feeling  of  the  House,  aud  U> 
place  Mr.  M.  Sutton  in  the  chair  without  a  division. — Mr.  Q’CuNNKia,  ou 
the  contrary,  hoped  that  his  Hon.  Friend  would  (lersevero.  This  was  au- 
other  instance  of  that  (laltry  fruckliug  to  tlieir  ancient  enemies,  by  which, 
the  present  Administration  had  already  afforded  such  frequent  subjects  of 
oomulaint.  He  fully  admitted  the  talents  aud  ac(;oiDpltshmeuts  of  the 
Right  lion.  Geut.  But  the  credit  of  his  Majesty’s  Miuisteiy  was  at  sWko 
in  this  matter.  The  public  were  much  disappoiutad  when  it  fouud  iliem 
seeking  every  miportunity  of  thrusting  tlieir  uolitical  enaHHos  into  oiftcea  of 
great  power.  They  should  stand  by  their  ftreuds,  eihI  leavit  tlieir  eueuiiaa 
to  shift  fur  themselves,  [a  laiigh.J  It  was  once  said  of  oue  of  our  luouardiis, 
that  he  treated  enemies  like  friends,  and  his  friends  like  euehiies.  Tltu 
[iresent  Ministers  were  following  that  exAmple.  While  the  quahflcatiuus 
of  the  Right  Hon.  Gent,  were  aujnitted  oo  all  liaods ;  no  one  had  veutiired 
to  utter  one  word  impugoiug  the  extreme  fitness  of  the  lion.  MtMubor  for 
Skaffurdshire.  There  was  a  considerable  degree  of  fitness  and  e(|uality  iu 
both  the  Gentlemen ;  and  the  true  question  therefore  was,  wiietber  tiiey 
were  to  have  for  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  a  Tory  or  a  Re¬ 
former,  r^cheers.J  lie  had  considered  that  tho  grand  advantage  of  tiio 
Reform  Bill  was  to  nut  down  Toryism  in  England.  No  fomily  foul  en¬ 
joyed  tlie  fruits  of  timt  system  inure  than  the  family  of  tke  Right  Hou. 
Gent.  They  had  {Kissess^  several  rotten  borough^  they  hoUuui|ierous  no- 
miuees  in  the  House,  and  he  should  like  to  know  of  wliat  use  Ui«  Kefoi^iii 
Bill  would  be,  if  Tories  end  Tory  couoextoiis  were  still  to  Iw  pi^omiiiaut ; 
aud  if  the  prifici{»les  which  directed  old  ParJUuneuts  wore  itiU  to  guiiie  the 
councils  of  the  new.  If  he  Itad  uo  other  objection  to  M.  Rottua,  tkai 
his  nominstion  was  a  matter  of  ministerial  arrangomoat,  that  1urcum4^mc^ 
would  have  great  weight  (a  his  miud.

He  could  not  believe  it  possible;  but  he  most 
require  from  them  a  full  disavowal.  He  knew  no  oteoce  better  deserving 
impeachment  than  an  interference  on  the  part  of  the  servants  of  the  King 
with  the  party  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  that  House.

If  two  gentlemen 
of  equal  ability  were  profiosed.  he  should  prefer  the  one  with  whose  opi- 
■iom  he  generally  agreed  ;  but  he  considered  the  late  Speaker  infiuitdy 
better  qualified  than  any  other  Member  of  the  House  could  imssibly  be. 
He  could  not  therefore  put  the  Hon.  Member  for  Stnfiurdshire,  who  was  an 
mitiied  sun,  in  competition  with  him.  When  he  found  the  Right  Hon. 
Cleat,  was  returned  to  the  present  Parliament  he  certainly  did  write  to  him

Gcuileman  might  go 
that  afternoon  if  he  choso  and  sell  his  pension  as  an  annuity  for  life. — Mr.

THE  EXAMINEE. 

LONDON,  FEBRUARY  3,  1833. 

The  Pari  wan  papers  state  that  a  French  fleet  is  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  I-evaot,  for  the  purpose  of  interfering  in  the  aflTairs 
of  Turkey’,  which  appear  to  be  now  almost  entirely  at  the  will  of 
the  Pacha  of  Egypt.  If  he  please  to  content  himself  with  the  in¬ 
dependent  sov’ereignty  of  Egypt,  Palestine,  Syria,  and  the  territo¬ 
ries  thereon  dependent,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Sultan  must 
now  submit  If  the  F^cha  play  for  a  higher  stake,  and  determine 
to  push  for  Constantinople,  the  chances  are  immensely  in  his  fa¬ 
vour  ;  hut  still  there  is  a  hazard,  from  the  possible  rallying  of  the 
last  resources  of  the  Turkish  empire.  He  may  also  apprehend 
some  trouble  from  Russia  and  Austria,  because  they  would  prefer 
to  see  Turkey  divided  under  different  heads  and  weak,  rather  than 
united  under  such  as  the  Pacha  of  Egypt.  Both  Russia  and  Aus¬ 
tria,  no  doubt,  contemplate  the  obtainroent  of  a  large  share  of  ter¬ 
ritory,  on  the  breaking  up  of  the  barbarian  encampment,  and  we 
should  far  prefer  that  either  of  them  should  obtain  the  field  rather 
than  that  the  encampment  should  not  lie  broken  up.  Much  will 
depend  on  the  clergy  of  the  Mahoroedan  faith.  If  the  Grand 
Mufti  and  the  Uleinia  discover  that  Mahomet  Ali  is  the  tnie 
CaKph,  and  that  the  Sultan  is  a  base  apostate,  then  all  is  settled. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  ere  this  Egyptian  gold  has  found  its 
way  to  the  pockets  of  the  expounders  of  the  Koran,  and  that 
th^  are  prepared  to  declare  the  will  of  the  Lord. 

The  SuHan,  as  compared  with  the  Pacha,  is  a  very  stupid 
tyrant.  His  stupidity  was  displayed  in  1813,  when  he  made  peace 
with  Russia  during  the  invasion  b^  Bonaparte,  and  gave  up  a 
province  where  he  might  have  obtained  one  as  the  terms  of  the 
peace.  When  the  accounts  of  this  affair  first  reached  Bonaparte, 
ne  could  scarcely  believe  that  even  this  barbarian  court  was  so 
ignorant  as  to  commit  this  folly.  The  oon8equciM:e8,  it  may  be  reA 
membered,  w  ere  most  disastrous  to  him,  as  it  enabled  the  Russian 
army  to  make  a  Hank  movement  into  Poland,  and  to  destroy  all  the 
magazines  of  the  French  army  on  a  lino  of  near  300  miles.  In  all 
his  attempted  improvements,  the  Sultan  has  been  a  very  distant 
follower  of  the  Pacha :  and  the  Pacha  himself  may  be  said  to  have 
been  the  very  rude  instrument  of  second  rate  European  adven¬ 
turers.  The  Sultan  finding  that  he  could  not  readily  aiacipline  the 
J  anissarics,  butchered  them.  His  slaughter  of  the  Armenians  on 
Mount  Lebanon,  and  of  the  Greeks,  was  most  ferocious.  The  Pacha 
has  worked  his  ends  by  more  civilized  means,  and  is  now  no  doubt 
supported  b>  the  Christians  through  his  line  oi  march. 


General  Hayno,  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  has  made  a 
proclamation  in  reply  to  that  of  the  President  Jackson.  Tte  ques¬ 
tion  turns  upon  points  of  Constitutkmal  law,  too  long  for  discus¬ 
sion  in  our  columns.  The  Constitutional  authorities  of  the 
Americans  are  ev’en  more  prone  to  vague  generalities  than  our  ow’u, 
and  where  the  terms  are  vague  the  honest  inti^rpretation  of  both 
parties  are,  is  their  desires,  opposed  to  each  otner ; — and  where 
liolh  parties  believe  themselves  to  be  in  the  right,  the  only  mode 
of  settling  the  strife,  which  the  well  framed  definitions  of  powers 
and  duties,  and  “  coUl  reasoning  ”  of  utilitarian  jurists  might  hava 
pTwented,  is  by  the  sword.  The  relation  of  the  federal  government 
to  the  slates  cuUectively,  and  the  separate  powers  of  each  slate, 
aiqisar  to  be  very  iiiipeifecUy  understood  by  the  Americans  ihem-

1  believe  that  none 
of  the  latter  is  properly  sovereign  or  supreme,  even  in  the  State  or  |tolitical 
society,  of  which  it  is  the  imm^ate  chief.  And,  lastly,  1  believe  that  the 
soreieigoty  of  each  of  the  States,  and  alto  of  the  larger  State  arising  from 
the  Federal  Union,  resides  in  the  States*  Governments  at  formimg  tmt  af^ 
body :  meaning  by  a  States*  Government,  not  its  ordinary  Legisla¬ 
ture,  but  the  body  of  its  citixens  which  appoints  its  ordinary  Legislature, 
and  which,  the  Union  a|MLrt,  is  properly  sorereign  therein.  If  the  seversl 
immediate  chiefs  of  the  several  United  States,  were  respectively  single  in¬ 
dividuals,  or  were  respedtrely  narrow  oligarchies,  the  Sovereignty  of  each 
of  the  States,  and  also  of  the  larger  State  arising  from  the  Fe^al  Union, 
would  reside  in  those  several  inilividuals,  or  would  resido  in  those  several 
oligarchies,' <M  forming  a  collective  whole.

As  noth  Tories  and  Whigs  have  protesisd  that  it  would  Im 
unfair  to  take  away  sinecures  from  individuals  who  have  once  leemved 
them,  and  both  parties  have  agreed  that  the  proper  pUn  of  gsttiwg  r^  of 
the  most  glaring  abuses  is  at  the  demise  of  tne  present  possessors,  sumly 
his  Majesty’s  Ministers  will  not  fill  this  ritiiation  up.  Small  as  it  ia,  and 
though  merely  a  drop  in  the  ocean,  yet  it  it  the  principle  for  whiidi  sre 
comlmt,  and  we  again  protest  that  aU  sinecures,  whetbu  large  or  smo//, 
should  expire  with  the  present  possessors. 

By  the  South  Carolina  papers  we  learn  that  the  bill  to  prohibit  tsacbiiig 
slaves  to  read  had  been  read  a  third  time,  and  sent  to  ths  Senate.

guilt)*,  then,**  uttered  John,  and  could  nut  be  prevailed  on  to  withdraw  his 
confession.  He  was  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  six  mouths  ami  kept  to 
hard  labour. 

The  young  man  Coopery  who  was  charged  with  the  murder  of  Degjanuu 
Danby,  at  Knfield-chace,  returnerl  to  Enfield  on  his  discharge  from  New¬ 
gate  ;  but  so  much  abhorrence  do  the  inhabitants  feel  at  the  cumnussiun  of 
the  horrid  iniirdcr,  that  they  positively  refused  to  render  him  the  slightest 
assistance,  nor  could  he  obtain  employment  from  any  individual.  lie  has 
applierl  to  various  persons  in  Hertfordshire  to  engage  him  in  any  occupation 
in  which  his  services  could  be  useful,  but  there  .also  he  was  equally  uiuuic- 
cessful.  Several  humane  gentlemen  residing  in  Enfield,  in  consequence  of 
his  distress,  contemplate  raising  by  subscription  a  fund  luflicient  toeuabU 
him  to  leave  the  country  for  ever. 

In  discharging  a  rule  fur  a  criminal  information  ^Rex  v.  Merridew) 
against  a  printer  at  Warwick  for  a  libel,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the 
King's  Bench  observed— That  the  Court  was  of  opinion  that  it  ouglit  mtii 
to  encourage  these  applications,  which  bad  of  late  come  on  the  Court  iu

From  the  accounts  which  have  been  received  during  the  last  week,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  on  the  14th  of  December,  Lord  Mulgrave,  the  Govenior  of 
Jamaica,  abruptly  dissolved  the  House  of  Assembly  of  that  Island. 

Some  time  ago,  the  slave-holders  of  the  West  India  Islands  received  aii 
intimation,  that  if  they  did  not  voluntarily  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 


slaves,  some  measures  with  that  object  would  be  enforced.  The  slavers 
were  only  exasperated  by  the  intimation,  and  were  disisised  to  display  their 
temper,  on  every  occasion,  against  the  Government  Fur  some  time  past, 
they  have  contended,  that  in  legistating  for  the  Colony,  in  their  local  go¬ 
vernment,  they  were  perfectly  independent  of  the  mother  country,  or  of 
its  officers.  TMy  deefareil  that  the  Chief  Justice  who  had  arrived  from 
this  country  was  a  local  officer,  and  they  refuted  to  pay  him  his  salary. 
The  Legislature  of  the  Island,  it  may  be  observed,  is  composed  of  the 
Governor,  of  a  Council  of  twelve  tgentfeman,  a]>iM>iiited  by  the  Crown  (i.e. 
the  Governor,)  and  of  a  House  of  Assembly  of  forty-three  gentlemen, 
elected  by  tlM  householders.  These  three  authorities  were  siipisised 
to  represent  our  three  estates:  and  Jamaica  has  doid)t1ess  iifi  fourth 
estate— -the  press.  The  Council  formerly  exercised  the  privile^  of 
originating  bills,  but  for  about  a  century  and  a  quarter' the  exercise  of  thfs 
privilege  has  fallen  into  disuetude .  recently  the  Council  reainumed  the 
privilege,  and  sent  to  the  Lower  House  a  bill  authorising  veetries  to  take 
probate  of  deeds  in  the  same  manner  as  magistrates.  The  House  of  As. 
sembly  refused  to  receive  the  bill,  and  thereu|)on  the  Governor  dissolved  it. 

In  this  matter  it  appears  on  the  face  of  the  statements,  that  Lord  Mul- 
gravt  acted  after  the  mode  of  the  Home  Government,  ami  like  that  Govern¬ 
ment  gave  his  opponents  almost  every  advantage  which  the  circumstances 
would  permit.  Though  the  members  of  the  Council,  like  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Peers,  are  nominated  by  the  chief  magistrates,  they  are  re-

movable  at  his  pleasure,

Intimuiatum.— Landlords  aad  tUcir  agents  have  driven  whole  streets  of 
llieir  tenantry  to  tlie  poll,  like  droves  of  cattle  to  the  market.  In  one  town 
the  laodtowl  openly  avowed  his  intention  of  thus  furring  the  return.  In 
another,  after  the  eledt^  was  over,  the  oceupien  of  a  Pear's  Iwuses,  who 
had  daml  to  obay  the  King'e  wilt,  and  chooat  two  Borgesaes  to  represent 
them,  were  torved,  to  the  number  of  scune  threescore,  with  notices  to  quit, 
by  way  of  nrvenge,  or  at  least  of  fsiiusltmeot,  to  deter  others  from  offending 
in  that  behalf.

CX)URT  OF  KINO'S  BKNCH.— Monday. 

The  Kino  v.  Chai.k  and  OTHans. — Mr.  Kwox  appeared  to  show  cause 
against  a  rule  min  for  a  criminal  information,  which  had  been  obtained  on 
behalf  of  the  Rii^t  Hon.  M.  A.  Taylor,  against  the  ^endanto,  who  are 
prourietoia  of  an  Essex  newspapmr,  for  publiahing  a  libel  upon  the  Right 
Hon.  Gent  The  libel  was  in  the  report  of  a  speech  delivered  by  Mr. 
Alexander  Baring,  and  it  attributed  the  return  of  Mr.  M.  A.  Taylor,  as 
M.  P.  for  Sudbury,  to  bribery.  The  learned  Counsel,  in  order  to  convince 
the  Court  that  his  client  bad  not  been  actuated  by  maheioits  motives,  and 
that  be  had  not  altriholed  words  to  Mr.  Baring  which  he  had  not  tiHerefl, 
produced  an  affidavit  from  Mr.  Chalk,  which  stated  that  he  wns  extremely 
anxious  to  conduct  his  newspaper  (airly,  and  that  he  had  employed  a  Lon¬ 
don  reporter  to  report  the  eleetkm  speeches.  It  also  stated  that  he  (Mr. 
Chalk)  was  present  when  Mr.  Baring  was  speaking ;  that  he  heard  him 
make  the  observatiooa,  which  he  believed  had  been  fairly  given  in  the 
columns  of  his  newsimper.  He  also  held  an  affidavit,  made  by  the  reporter,* 
who  deposed  to  the  correctness  of  his  report,  and  asserted  that  Mr.  Alex. 
Baring  uttered  the  words  which  he  hail  sent  to  Mr.  Chalk. 

The  Solicitob-Genkral  observed,  that  os  it  was  satisfactorily  proved  that 
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affidavits  fixed  the  libel  on  Mr.  Haring,  notwithstanding  he  (Mr.  Baring) 
had  denied  that  he  had  ever  said  any  such  thing. 

The  Loro  Chirk  Justice  observetl,  that  it  was  clearly  illegal  to  publish 
every  thing  which  was  uttered  at  a  public  meeting,  and  that  if  the  law  was 
otherwise  it  would  be  a  good  receipt  to  circulate  libels,  as  a  party  would  only 
have  to  ask  some  one  to  speak  them,  and  then  he  could  report  them.— 
Rule  discharged. 

PREROGATIVE  COURT. -Thursday. 

Rind  v.  Davies. — ^This  was  a  case  involving  the  validity  of  a  will,  said 
to  have  been  executed  by  Mr.  Thomas  Jones,  of  LandesUia-hall,  Denbigh, 
North  Wales,  in  favour  of  Joseph  Davies,  a  carpeuter  in  Deptford  Dock¬ 
yard.  The  will  was  opposed  by  Mrs.  Kind,  the  sister  of  the  deceased.  Mr. 
Thomas  Jones  died  in  1820,  leaving  property  to  the  amount  of  about  60,0001.  * 
which,  had  he  died  intestate,  wotud  have  been  divided  between  his  sister 
and  some  near  relatives.  After  his  death  no  will  could  be  found,  though 
diligent  search  was  made,  and  even  the  coffin  was  examined.  Advertise- 
moots  were  published,  and  expenses  to  the  amount  of  5001.  incurred,  but 
DO  will  was  heard  of  till  1824,  when  one  was  talked  of,  as  lieing  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  defendant,  which  was  sent  to  the  Registry  Office  in  18*28,  hy 
his  attorney.  Davies  said  that  to  1816  be  was  going  almut  for  the  benefit 
of  his  health,  and  happened  to  meet  the  deceased  at  an  imi  in  Shrewsbury, 
where  they  soon  became  good  friends.  The  deceased  was  suddenly  taken 
ill,  and  Ulieved  himself  dyiug.  He  then  made  a  will  in  defendant's  fa¬ 
vour,  and  gave  it  to  him ;  the  deceased  afterwards  recovered,  and  he  re-  ' 
eeiveil  several  very  kind  letters  from  him. — Dr.  Curteis,  on  behalf  of 
Davies,  contended  that  this  account  was  by  no  means  improbable,  con-  ' 
sideriog  the  known  eccentricity  of  the  deceased. — Dr.  Lushiugton  argued 
against  the  genuineness  of  the  will.  George  Wilson,  a  ]ierson  sakl  to  have 
k^n  ill  the  room  at  tlie  time,  was  now  nowhere  to  be  found.  Defendaiit  • 
said  that  Mr.  Jones  was  on  his  bed  when  he  made  the  will;  but  PeeVuiid 
another  (attesting  witnesses  in  favour  of  the  will)  said,  he  was  on  the  sofa. 
Tliis  Peel  says,  he  was  engaged  in  the  yard,  washing  the  body  of  the  Union 
Coiichj  and  that  Samuel  Bourne,  a  waiter,  came  and  told  him  that  the  gen¬ 
tleman  ill  the  room  No.  7,  wished  to  see  liim.  He  was  in  his  coach-yard 
dress  ;  and  he  recollected  he  took  off* hit  cup^  which  he  left  by  the  cuacli 
while  he  went  to  the  gentleman,  who  he  saw  sign  liis  uauio  Thomas  . 
Jones;*'  he  (witness)  then  signed  his  own  name.  He  had  not  learned  to 
write  more  than  two  years  then.  The  allegation  went  on — when  he  had 
witnessed  the  will,  the  deceased  asked  him  to  take  a  glass  of  wine  with 
him  ;  but  he  begged  to  decline,  observing  that  his  master  would  give  him 
blame  if  he  was  to  drink  wine  with  a  gentleman.— Sir  J.  Nichol  sai4  it 
was  clearly  a  fabricated  will,  and  pronounceil  against  it. — The  defendant 
protested  against  the  decision,  and  was  allowed  to  a^ipeal. 

INSOLVENT  DEBTORS  COURT.— Dublin,  Jan.  9, 

Thomas  Dui/fam  was  opposed,  on  bis  petition  to  he  discharged,  by  Mr. 
Creighton,  on  the  part  of  Miss  Maria  Manning.— The  learned  counsel  said, 
that  the  jietitioner  had  been  educated  ibr  a  liberal  profession,  and  at  the 
time  he  first  became  acquainted  with  Miss  Manning  was  serving  his  tiuiu 
to  a  medical  geutlemau  in  High-street.  The  opjiosing  creditor  was  the 
only  child  of  a  pajier  merchant,  who  died,  leAvmg  her  an  orphan  at  the 
tender  a^*  often  years,  with  no  sup|»ort  but  the  iuterevl  ofu  fow  hniulred 
pounds  which  he  fiad  scraped  together.^  Her  friends  made  her  a  i^ard  in 
Chancery,  and  she  resided  tn  tlie  house  of  her  cousin,  Mr. 'Thomas  Manning. 
Shortly  after  her  father's  death  she  fell  into  a  had  state  of  health ;  lier  cod- 
slitul ion,  always  weakly,  was  entirely  broken  up  lu'  the  setting  in  of  a 
frightful  'cancerous  disease,  which,  after  afflicting  her  for  some  time,  at 
length  terminated,  leaving  her  a  s^n-ctacle  for  life ;  for,  my  lords,  it  de¬ 
prived  her  of  her  nose.  Her  friends  were  aware  that  she  could  not  become 
ail  oliject  of  attachment  to  any  human  beYlig  ;  it  was  therefore  deteruiined 
that,  with  what  little  means  she  had,  she  should  enter  a  convent.  In  1826 
•lie  became  of  i^,  and  from  that  i>eriod  down  to  1829  she  continued  uuiler 
the  giLinlianship  of  her  cousin.  In  the  latter  year  she  met  the  insolvent  at 
the  house  uf  a  Mr.  D.ily,  wliere  she  was  in  the  habit  of  visiting.  He  dis- 
cov»Ted  that  she  liail  this  small  iiicume,  which  was  secured  in  the  three  and 
a  half  |<*r  cents  ,  and  commeuoRl  a  system  of  the  most  pertinacious  artifice 
to  make  her  iNojierty  the  victim  of  his  avarice,  aud  her  jierson  the  sacrifice 
of  his  beastly  desirue.  He  wrote  a  letter  professing  attachmeot,  and  ufflr- 
ing  to  m  ury  her  in  March,  18.^.  Tlie  young  lady  doubted  hia  sincerity, 
and  decUned  an:>wering  his  letter.  The  insolvent  went  into  the  country  for 
about  eight  tnoullis,  but  ou  his  return  in  August,  1830,  lie  reueweU  his 
addreMws,  aud  ou  fc-veral  occasions  when  he  met  her  iu  the  streets,  iimito  to 
her  iulemu  offers  of  marriage.  She  at  length  consented  to  a  uuhui  wffA 
hfra,  and  having  gained  this  st«{i,  he  soon  obtained  from  her  to  p|i^ 
vkle  for  the  rxjiences  of  tlie  nuptiala.  He,  hnwefer,  spent  that  tumto 
am  other  wav,  aipl  ^haented  htoi%Bl|  (rom  her  for  a  mouth.
